Canada 8 Needs 
No. 6—Scientific Research 

In the course of the several articles which have appeared in this column 
ander tbe above general heading, some of Canada’s needs have been enumer- 
ated but only in the most general way has any attempt been made to suggest | 
ways and means of meeting and providing for those needs. ~Recently, how-' 
ever, a little pamphlet has been issued by the Honorary Advisory Council for 
Bclentifis and Industrial Research which merits the serious consideration of 
the Canadian people and is worthy of the widest possible circulation. It 
presents at least one very practical suggestion how some of the needs re- 
ferred to, more particularly in the fourth article of this series, can be met. 
It is, therefore, proposed to quote at some length from the pamphlet in ques- 
tion which is entitled “Research and the Problems of Unemployment, Busi- 
ness Depression and National Finance in Canada.” 

“I any not a protectionist but I say this,” declared a statesman now dead. | 
"The variety of work carried on among the citizens of Canada should be as 
comprehensive as possible. 

“Not because we are thus enabled to boast of 

that would be mere vanity. 

“Not merely because our country should be able to fill as many as poss 
ible of ifs own needs without having to ask foreign aid. 

“Not merely because we should learn as soon as possible to finish the 
raw material with which Nature endowed us—rather than confess our help-| 
lessness by asking foreigners to finish them for us and giving them the wages 
and the profit on our raw matreials. 

“Not merely because our’ country should as soon as possible escape from 
dependence for its prosperity on any one kind of production but should divide 
the risk among many. 
3ut because Canada should retain her most ambitious sons and daugh- 
_ters within her own boundaries by encouraging for their sakes that variety of 

occupation from engineering to farming—from chemistry to literature—which, 
if they want the highest awards and honors, they are still compelled nowa- 
days to week abroad.” | 

One of the serious drains on the strength of the Dominion of Canada {s 
the annual loss of engineers, chemists, scientific farmers and technical ex- 
perts—whose training paid for by Canadians in Canadian schools and univer: 
sities supported by Canadian public money, thus goes out to make foreign 
countries rich and place Canada further in their debt for foreign goods and 
services. 

Monopolies of knowledge—that is, monopolies of special branches of 
technical knowledge—constitute one of the most powerful weapons of trade 
today. i ¢ 

Secret agreements, combines, trusts and the ordinary method of “con- 
spiracies in the restraint of trade,” become very mild and impotent weapons 
when compared to such formidable instruments as, for example, a secret 
chemical formula that might be scribbled on the back of a calling card. 

In the bloodless wars for international trade it is the armies of chemists 
and engineers that must be mobilized, drilled and directed against the para- 
pets of unknown scientific facts. Export duties, credit leagues, intelligence 
departments, persuasive salesmanship and even the magic of a great flag, | 
cannot win or cannot hold, for long, trade for a country whose producers 
are not armed with scientific knowledge of their work. 

A great camera manufacturing concern in the United States is able to 
dominate its fleld in at least half the world begause it knows more scientific | 
wecrets Of that trade than anyone else. Because, if a new confern started in 
opposition, it need only reach into its plgeon holes for some new formula— 
not otherwise convenient to exploit at present—by which to raise its product ! 
one step beyond the competition of the would-be rival. 

So in steel-making! Soin the manufacture of electrical apparatus! So 
fn textiles! So in chemistry! So in agriculture! So in every important 
branch of human industry! 

So tn Canada—as compared to other natlons—everyone of our industries: 
fs threatened, and must ultimately fall under the thrall of foreign domination 
unless it keeps ith the advances in technical knowledge. / 

So, unle we master all that is to be known regarding the mature and 
possibilities of our vast supplies of varied raw materials, Canadians must 
ultimately find themselves at the mercy of foreigners who know how to pre- | 
pare our riches for purposes of commerce. 

Fifty concerns in the United States retain research departments at costs 
ranging from $25,000 to $2,000,000 a year. In England, France and Germany, 
the race for technical knowledge for purposes of trade gathers speed. The 
mere digger-out of raw materials gets the pay of a laborer. The nation that 
ean finish its raw materials trebles and quadruples its rewards. 

The question is—Shall Canada keep reasonably in pace with the modern 
movement? Shall Canada add to her natural possessions a superior know- 
ledge of how to use them? 

Can the needed variety of occupations for ambitious Canadian sons and 
daughters be maintained unless she does make places for such knowledge 
and encourage those who extend it? 

Can the burdens of Canadian taxation and the evils of unemployment be 
off-set if Canada, in her struggle for markets and for good returns on her

Coast Salmon in Great Lakes 


“| Steelhead Salmon Has Been Caught in 
Lake Huron 

An exceedingly interesting story 
surrounds the discovery of steelhead 
Salmon in the Great Lakes. This 
species is indigenous to the Pacific 
and the manner of its arrival in in- 
terior waters contributes an interest- 
ing point in the long-standing dispute 
as to the relationship between rain- 
bow trout and steelhead salmon. 

For some years the authorities of 
the State of Michigan have been re- 
leasing rainbow trout fry in rivers 
and streams entering Lake Michigan. 
Only a few months ago a‘species of 
salmon* was caught in the neighbor- 
hood of Whitecloud Island, Georgian 
Bay, which, upon examination, proved 


The flesh of the species in its native 
waters is pink, while in this case 
it was nearly pure white, due no 
doubt to the fact that it had never 
left fresh water. 

For a long time scientists were ‘in 
controversy to whether the rain- 
bow trout and steelhead salmon were 
one and the same or merely closely 
related species. There appears no 
other way of accounting for the pres- 
ence of the steelhead in the lakes ex- 
cept that they developed from the 
rainbow trout eggs artificially matur.

For Better: Crops 


Agricultural Practice and Prosperity 
Are Closely Related 

The depression that Is affecting ag- 
riculture, perhaps more seriously than 
most of the industries of the country, 
would not be nearly so serious if the 
best known methods of crop growing 
and stock raising were practised. One 
of the foremost duties of departments 
of.agriculture is to discover the best 
methods and to make these known to 
the interested public. 

The Department of Agriculture at 
Ottwa has formulated a new system 
for classifying and numbering its pub- 
lications. Heretofore publications 
have been classified and numbered by 
the individual branches. The new 
System has condensed upwards of 
thirty series of circulars, leaflets, 
pamphlets and bulletins, into four ser- 
fes consisting of criculars, pamphlets, 
bulletins and a series of designated 
acts, orders and regulations. These, 
{n future, will be given departmental 
rather than branch rumbers. Pamph- 
let No. 1 of the new series has made 
{ts appearance and consists of a Lst 
of the publictations of the depart- 
ment that are available to the public. 
The publications are enumerated un- 
der reports and bulletins.and leaflets.

Drawing the Ling le Sometimes a

Canadians, it is said, have no right 

to claim Robert V. Service as a 


Canadian poet, because he was born 
in England and nurtured in Scot- 
land. Then, if we claim him as a 
Canadian because his work was done 
in Canada, we are asked what right 
we have to claim Gilbert Parker, 
Bliss Carman and others who were 
born in Canada and did most of 
their work"in other countries, In 
the face of this dilemma we can only 
take refuge in the saying that it is 
dificult to draw the line. 

We have to consider the place of 
birth, the place of education, where 
the author lived when he was doing 
his work and the nature of the field 
which he chose foe his themes; and 
it may be that in some cases the 
honor must be divided. Take another 
case, that of statesthen. Sir John 
Macdonald and George Brown were 
both born in Scotland; we claim both 
as Canadians, but somehow Brown 
seems to be the more distinctively 
Scottish ofthe two. One consolation 
is that, there being no law or tribunal 
to decide, we can claim anybody ‘we 
please, and we shall not be offended 
if there are rival claimants who pay 
us the compliment of sharing in our 
admiration, We are paying homage 
to the same Sovereign, not courting 
the same lady.—The Toronto Globe.

Germany Building Ships 
Are Built In 
During 1921 

“One hundred vessel of approximate- 
ly 460,000 gross tons, were built in 
Germany during 1921, according to in- 
formation compiled by the American 
f Shipping. Of this number 
18 of 86,000 tons were constructed for 
the Hamburg-American Line, which 
is developing joint services under an 
agreement with the American Ship 
and Commerce Corporation, Six ships 
were completed for Hugo Stinnes and 
two for the North German Lloyd. 

Few motorships: were built. ‘Only 
Six the vessels come under this 
classification, despite the previous be- 
lief that Germany was heavily com- 
mitted to the motor drive. 

Figures obtained by the American 
bureau show 877,315 tons for eighty- 
two ships, an average of 4,610 tons
